Births  The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  28  (Hales  13  / 
Females  15).  The  birth-rate  calculated  to  a population  of  2o41  is  9.8  L. 
per  thousand  as  compared  with  17.6  for  England  and  wales.  This  very  low 
birth-rate  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a number  of  births 
to  ha dleigh  parents  have  taken  place  outside  the  town. 

Deaths  The  number  of  deaths  regie xered  in  and  transferred  to  thiE  district 
was  41  (Males  19,  Females  22).  The  death-rate  calculated  to  a population 
of  2841  is  14.4,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  11.6. 

Fourteen  of  the  deaths  were  80  years  of  age  or  over,  this  being  approxi- 
mately one  third  of  the  total  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality  Ho  children  died  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  rate  for 

England  and  Holes  was  46.
